WASHINGTON-A wave of m- 
pionage caaea thia year, culmiiiat- 
Ing in the arreata of four people on 
three aeparate apying chttgea dur- 
ing the laat fire da^ r epr eaen ta 
the fruita of a decade’a atrengthen- 
ing of U.S. counterintelligence 
abilitiea, aome intelligence ofSdala 
nowaay. 

IlMae offidala credit increaaed 
apending on counterapy programa 
and unuaually done cooperation 
between the FBI and ita CIA and 
Defenae Departmat rivala with 
the filing of eapionage chargea 


againat 11 peraona ao far In 1986— 
the moat aince World War n. 

Hie latcat arreata brought the 
total number of apylng chargea 
lodged ainee 1982 to 90. Another 20 
Soviet and Baatem ^oc 
have been opelled for eapionage 
during the aame period. FBI Direc- 
tor William H. Webater aaid laat 
month. 

The view that thia fat roater of 
accuaed Rpiea provea the aucceaa of 
U.S. counterapy programa— and 
not their failure— ia diaputed by 
aome intelligence^ eiperta. who 
note that other apectacular arreata, 
including the breakup of the 
aprawling apy ring of John A. 
Walker Jr. thia aummer, have come 
largely fion lucky ti^ and not 
■padework. 

Reagan Adminiatration offidala, 
however, contend that the facta 
paint a blister picture. "You’re 
aeeing the fruition of a lot of efforU 
in foreign counterintelligence." 
William Baker, aadatant FBI direc- 
tor for eongreadonal and public 
afUra, aaid Monday. 

IntelUgenoe agendea "are learn- 
ing the deterrent value of proaecu- 
tiona,” added Stephen S. Trott, 
aaaiatant attorney general in 
charge of the Juatice DeporUnent’a 
criminal diviaioa 

Such auoceaaea, Adminiatration 
oflidala aay, apring, in part, from a 
buildup of FBI counterintelligence 
programa begun in 1983 and aub- 
atantial inereaaee in the counterapy 
budgeta of the Defenae Intelligence 
Agency and other military eapio- 
nage officea. 

Althou^ apending figurea are 
ria aa if l a d. Baker aaid that the FBI 
haa moved to reverae the unfavor- 
able ratio between Soviet Bloc 
operativea and agenta aaaigned to 
counterintelligence. The Senate 
Intelligenee Committee haa ap- 
proved apending increaaea "in moat 
if not aU of the intelligence budg- 
eta” it haa reviewed, a committee 
apokeamanaaxL 


In another feature to the 
new-found importance of counter- 
intelligence, the Natlanal Security 
Council baa eatabUabed a ataff of 
CIA. FBI and Defenae Department 
eqierta to pr^are national aaaeaB- 
menta of ford^ eapionage threata. 

Biperta alao aay that improved 
cooperation between intdhgenoe 
agndea and the m, wUdi ia 
legally a m ig ned to inveatigate ea- 
pionage caaea, haa repeated pdd 
off in arreata tUa year. 

That doaeneaa haa ita roota in the 
adminiatratiooa of Gerald R. Ford 
and Jimmy Carter, which 
national policy to order the piddle 
proaecution of foreign aplca, even 
when triala riak the e ipu aure of 
national aecretaL 

Longatanding rivafartaa betw e en 
the FBI and the younger CIA have 
continued to fruatrate the inveati- 
gation and pmeenition of accu a ed 
epiea, but Reagan Adminiatration 
offidala contend that cooperation 
haa improved in recent yeara The 
Senate Intelligence Committee de- 
manded coordination of oountenpy 
efforta among the FBI and intelli- 
gence agendea after 1982 beartaiga 
diacloaed continued proMema. 

PellafdCMa Cited 

In at leaat aome caaea, the coop- 
eration appeara to have woriced. 
Jonathan J. Pollard, charged, along 
with hia wife, with paaaing military 
secreta to an unnamed foreign 
power, waa fingered by CO- workcra 
at the Naval IntelU^mce Service 
after he aougbt uniaiual acceae to 
secret documents. Earlier, the FBI 
arrested two persona on chargea of 
spying for Ghana after one of them, 
CIA clerk Sharon M. Scranage, 
failed a lie-detector test 
The FBI alao streaaed the coop- 
eration of the Natkmal Security 
Agency in announcing Monday's 
arrest of Ronald W. Pelton on 
charges of paaaing NSA codes and 
other secreta to the Soviet Union. 
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
